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INTRODUCTION  BY  THE  EDITOR 
Harry  E.  Sal  yards 


Looking  over  the  contents  of  this  issue,  I'm  most  impressed  by  the  diversity-- 
in  both  subject  matter  and  opinion.  And  I believe  that  is  good.  We've  come  a long 
way  from  the  days  when  it  was  argued  whether  or  not  anything  other  than  large  cents, 
and  largely  early  date  large  cents  at  that,  'belonged'  in  E.A.C.  And  I hope  that 
diversity  without  divisiveness  can  continue  to  be  a strength  of  this  organization, 
if  only  because  there's  still  a tremendous  amount  of  interpretation  to  be  done. 

We  only  kid  ourselves  if  we  believe  that  'The  Book'  has  already  been  written, 
once  and  for  all  time,  on  any  of  our  areas  of  interest.  Authors  come  and  go--but 
the  real  published  work  has  long  since  entered  the  public  domain.  Here  I mean 
'published'  in  the  sense  of  'disseminated  among  the  public,'  launched  upon  the 
wider  world.  Those  die  sinkers  and  pressmen  in  Philadelphia,  and  earlier  in  New 
Haven  and  elsewhere,  were  the  real  publishers.  And  just  as  with  the  scores  of 
Mozart,  their  work  has  long  since  entered  the  public  domain.  But  the  need  to 
reinterpret  that  work  goes  on,  and  we  are  fortunate  to  have  millions  of  variant 
copies  remaining  for  us  to  study. 

Now  I'll  grant  you,  if  your  interest  has  heretofore  extended  no  farther  than 
whether  a particular  spot  on  an  1853  large  cent  leaves  it  a "64"  or  a "63,"  it 
may  well  seem,  as  you  survey  these  pages,  that  there  couldn't  be  anything  more  to 
say.  But  we're  really  here,  all  the  contributors  to  this  and  other  issues,  to 
kindle  your  interest  in  something  beyond  grading  squabbles.  The  inexorable  grav- 
itation seems  to  be  toward  the  earlier  pieces,  if  only  because  the  variations  are 
so  much  wider  (what  the  sterile  nomenclature  to  today  would  call  a 'failure  of 
quality  control').  But  there  are  variations  to  the  later  series  that  deserve  study, 
too--as  Bob  Grellman  promises  to  do,  for  example,  with  die  states  in  an  upcoming 
series. 

The  coins  are  still  out  there  to  be  discovered.  I recently  picked  up  a 
double-struck  1795  half  cent,  and  an  S-77  struck  on  a flan  halfway  between  the 
old  lettered-edge  cent  thickness  , and  the  new  plain-edge  thickness --in  the  same 
estate  sale  in  south  central  Nebraska!  Gust  imagine  what  may  lay  in  wait  in 
regions  where  large  cents  and  half  cents  actually  circulated!  In  fact,  while  it 
goes  against  every  bit  of  hype  you've  ever  heard,  seventeen  years  as  an  early  copper 
collector  leads  me  to  the  generalization  that  "Precious  few  pieces  are  really  as 
rare  as  they're  supposed  to  be."  And  I think  that's  great!  It  means  there  still 
is  a place  for  entry-level  collectors  in  our  hobby;  and  some  of  those  collectors 
will  become  the  interpreters  of  the  artefacts  for  the  next  generation  of  aficionados. 

Someone  reading  this  now,  with  no  more  than  three  or  four  half  cents  to  his 
name,  could  one  day  be  such  an  interpreter--that's  the  promise  of  our  collecting 
democracy. 
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MIDDLE  DATE  DIE  STATES 
PART  ONE:  1816-1817 

Jim  Roecker 


During  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  an  increased  interest  in  die 
states.  There  are  many  reasons  for  this,  but  I among  these  I feel  that  the 
major  contributing  factor  is  that  quite  a few  major  variety  collections  have 
crossed  the  auction  block.  Among  these,  the  Jack  Robinson  sale  was  particu- 
larly rich  in  die  states.  This  called  newer  collectors'  attention  to  the  fact 
that  there  is  another  area  that  they  may  pursue,  and  that  area  is  die  states. 
With  this  in  mind,  I feel  it  is  time  to  put  something  about  die  states  into 
print.  Plenty  of  information  has  appeared,  to  be  sure,  but  in  a hit-and-miss 
manner.  The  following  is  my  attempt  at  organizing  what  has  been  written. 
Althoiigh  this  series  of  articles  will  only  cover  the  years  1816  through  1839, 

I hope  it  will  be  of  some  use  and  interest  to  all  who  collect  large  cent  die 
states. 

1816  Die  States 


N-1 


STATE  I - Perfect  obverse  die.  A rare  die  state  as  the  die  failed  early. 

STATE  II  - The  obverse  is  showing  some  light  crumbling  where  the  rim  break 
will  eventually  form. 

STATE  III  - Obverse  rim  break  from  8th  star  to  10th  star. 

STATE  IV  - Obverse  rim  break  now  from  8th  to  11th  star.  Reverse  is  finely 

cracked  from  the  right  top  of  N through  the  tops  of  ITED  to  a den- 
ticle left  of  the  first  S in  STATES. 

STATE  V - Reverse  crack  from  the  right  top  on  N through  the  tops  of  ITED  now 
very  heavy. 

STATE  VI  - Obverse  rim  break  from  8th  to  11th  star  heavier.  Reverse  has  a 

heavy  rim  break  over  NITE  and  a light  crack  through  the  tops  of  ST. 
Rarest  die  state  with  only  3 known. 

N-2  RANDALL  HOARD  VARIETY 

STATE  I - Obverse  rim  break  from  8th  to  11th  star  light. 

STATE  II  - Obverse  rim  break  from  8th  to  11th  star  heavier  with  an  additional 
break  between  11th  and  12th  star  covering  2 dentils.  Reverse  shows 
a faint  crack  through  the  tops  of  OF  into  field  over  A.  Very  faint 
crack  from  top  of  S into  field  midway  to  D.  Most  common  die  state. 

STATE  III  - Obverse  rim  break  now  extends  from  7th  star  to  11th  star.  The 

additional  break  between  the  11th  and  12th  star  now  covers  3 den- 
tils. I feel  that  this  is  a scarce  die  state  for  this  common 
variety.

STATE  I - Obverse  rim  break  from  8th  to  11th  star  light.  Reverse  die  perfect. 

STATE  II  - Obverse  rim  break  heavier.  Reverse  flowlines  can  be  seen  through 
the  legend. 

N-4 


STATE  I - Clash  marks  in  center  of  reverse. 

STATE  II  - Dies  have  been  lapped.  Legend  is  not  yet  drawn  to  the  rims. 

Dies  are  perfect,  no  cracks  seen.  Strike  is  soft  on  both  obverse  and 
reverse.  Reverse  always  struck  softly  over  America.

STATE  I - Obverse  and  reverse  dentils  clear. 

STATE  II  - Dentils  are  weaker  both  obverse  and  reverse.  Reverse  flowlines  can 
be  seen. 

STATE  III  - Dentils  are  almost  completely  gone  on  both  obverse  and  reverse. 
Flowlines  through  legend  on  reverse  are  stronger. 

N-6 

STATE  I - Obverse  and  reverse  dentils  are  clear.  Spur  on  loop  of  6 is  still 
clear. 

STATE  II  - Spur  on  loop  of  6 is  still  clear.  The  dentils  below  tip  of  ribbon 
are  fused. 

STATE  III  - Latest  state  seen  with  spur  on  6 gone  along  with  most  dentils  on 
obverse  and  reverse. 

N-7 

STATE  I - Dot  on  6 and  arc  line  below  the  0 in  ONE.  Clash  marks  seen  within 
wreath.  Dentils  fairly  clear. 

STATE  II  - Dot  on  6,  clash  marks  and  arc  line  gone  due  to  polishing  of  dies. 
Dent ilat ion  both  obverse  and  reverse  weak. 

N-8 

STATE  I - Perfect  obverse  dies.  A faint  reverse  crack  through  NITED  ST. 

STATE  II  - Rim  break  between  11th  and  12th  stars  just  beginning.  Reverse 
crack  heavier. 

STATE  III  - Rim  break  between  11th  and  12th  stars  heavier.  A rim  break  now 
seen  over  star  9 to  nearly  star  10. 
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STATE  IV  - Rim  breaks  obverse  the  same,  also  some  dentil  fusing  between 
3rd  and  4th  star.  An  additional  break  on  the  reverse  over  M. 


N-9 

STATE  I - Repunching  at  the  date  and  the  dent ilat ion  are  sharp.  No  flow- 
lines through  the  legend  on  reverse. 

STATE  II  - Repunching  at  the  date  and  dentilation  still  clear.  Flowlines  and 
roughness  now  present  through  reverse  legend. 

STATE  III  - Repunching  at  date  weak.  Dentils  are  weak  with  some  missing  on 
both  obverse  and  reverse.  Some  stars  are  drawn  to  rim. 

STATE  IV  - Rims  are  now  dished  and  stars  are  drawn  to  rim. 

1817  Die  States 

N-1 

STATE  I - Obverse  cracked  from  bust  to  edge  below  1,  and  point  of  coronet  to 
edge  between  stars  5 and  6.  Reverse  rim  break  over  AM. 

STATE  II  - All  breaks  the  same  as  above  but  now  with  a small  break  also  over  F 
in  OF  on  reverse. 

N-2 

STATE  I - No  trace  of  crack  through  the  first  S of  STATES.  The  light  cracks 
through  ST  and  OF  in  the  earlier  use  of  this  die  are  severely  weak- 
ened by  lapping  between  marriages  and  do  not  show. 

STATE  II  - Crack  from  dentils  through  first  S in  STATES  to  wreath  is  strong. 
Crack  through  tops  of  ST  and  OF  are  clear. 

STATE  III  - Obverse  crack  from  tip  of  bust  to  dentils  below  1st  star.  Reverse 
cracks  the  same  as  on  State  1 1 . 

STATE  IV  - Obverse  crack  from  tip  of  bust  to  dentils  below  first  star. 

Reverse  cracks  are  through  first  S in  STATES  to  0 in  ONE.  Bisect- 
ing crack  from  the  dentils  between  F and  A through  center  dot  to 
the  dentils  between  N and  I in  UNITED. 

N-3 

STATE  I - RTY  normal  with  sharp  dentils  both  obverse  and  reverse.  Clash  marks 
visible  behind  hair  bun  obverse  and  inside  wreath  reverse. 

STATE  II  - Dentils  are  weaker  especially  on  obverse  with  clash  marks  visible 
by  T of  LIBERTY. 

STATE  III  - Dentils  weak  both  obverse  and  reverse.  Mouse  on  top  of  the  head 
just  starting. 
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STATE  IV  - Mouse  break  now  fully  developed.  Dentils  are  weak  with  some  stars 
drawn  to  rim.  Reverse  dentils  mushy. 

N-4 

STATE  I - Obverse  cracked  through  bottom  of  date.  Also  cracked  lightly 

through  first  to  third  stars.  Light  break  also  seen  through  13th  to 
12th  star. 

STATE  II  - Obverse  rim  break  has  developed  from  base  of  first  one  in  date 
halfway  to  first  star.  Only  2 known  in  this  die  state. 

N-5 

STATE  I - Obverse  dentilation  complete  with  most  of  the  reverse  dentilation 
intact. 

STATE  II  - Obverse  the  same  but  the  reverse  shows  some  rim  crumbling  over 
TATES. 

STATE  III  - Reverse  rim  crumbling  now  more  pronounced  and  reaching  from  ED  to 
OF. 

STATE  IV  - Dentils  are  nearly  gone  and  stars  drawn  to  rim  on  obverse.  Reverse 
dentils  gone. 


N-6 


STATE  I - Strong  dentils  both  obverse  and  reverse.  Clash  marks  show  inside 
the  wreath.  Swelling  below  N very  light. 

STATE  II  - Bulge  under  N in  CENT  is  small. 

STATE  III  - Bulge  under  N much  stronger.  Clash  marks  have  been  cleared  due  to 
die  refinishing. 


N-7 

STATE  I - Perfect  dies.  No  trace  of  mouse.  RARE. 

STATE  II  - Mouse  break  clear.  No  rim  breaks  seen  on  obverse  rims. 

STATE  III  - Mouse  now  complete.  Two  breaks  from  head  to  rim  clear  but  no 
breaks  seen  over  12th  and  13th  stars. 

STATE  IV  - Full  mouse.  Breaks  are  present  over  12th  and  13th  stars. 


N-8 


STATE  I - No  trace  of  mouse  break.  Dentils  sharp  both  obverse  and  reverse. 
All  stars  sharp. 

STATE  II  - Minute  beginnings  of  mouse  below  8th  star.  Stars  are  being  drawn 
to  rim.  Dentils  are  weakening  on  reverse. 
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STATE  III  - Full  mouse  break.  Stars  obverse  and  letters  now  drawn  to  rim. 

N-9 

STATE  I - Obverse  perfect.  Dentils  sharp. 

STATE  II  - Stars  are  drawn  to  rim.  Dentils  on  reverse  beginning  to  fade.  On 
higher  condition  examples  there  is  a trace  of  the  mouse  break. 

STATE  III  - Full  mouse  break  below  8th  star.  Stars  obverse  and  letters  re- 
verse drawn  to  rim.  Dentils  reverse  almost  gone. 

N-10 

STATE  I - Full  denticles  on  both  sides,  no  trace  of  rim  breaks. 

STATE  II  - The  rim  begins  crumbling  just  below  2nd  star. 

STATE  III  - Rim  crumbling  extensive  on  obverse.  There  is  a small  break  over 
3rd  star.  Stars  drawn  to  rim. 

N-11 

STATE  I - Denticles  clear  both  obverse  and  reverse.  Recutting  of  N in  CENT 
clear. 

STATE  II  - Fields  near  dentils  are  lightly  rough  from  flowlines. 

STATE  III  - Dentils  are  blurry.  Recutting  of  N in  CENT  is  mostly  faded  out. 
N-12 

STATE  I - Very  light  die  crack  through  the  date  to  star  6 on  left  and  to  star 
10  on  right. 

STATE  II  - Obverse  is  cracked  through  the  date  and  all  stars  except  7 and  8. 

STATE  III  - Obverse  cracks  are  heavy  and  a triangular  lump  has  been  formed 
between  the  two  cracks  by  1st  star. 

STATE  IV  - Massive  rim  break  now  covers  the  outer  points  of  stars  1 through  3. 
UNIQUE. 

N-13 

STATE  I - Denticles  clear  both  obverse  and  reverse.  Die  scratch  at  the  bases 
of  IC. 

STATE  II  - Die  scratch  at  IC  now  polished  off. 

N-14  RANDALL  HOARD  VARIETY 

STATE  I - A break  connects  the  tops  of  the  first  3 stars.  Another  goes 
across  tops  of  TATES.  Stars  are  not  drawn  to  the  rim. 


STATE  II  - Stars  are  now  being  drawn  to  border.  All  breaks  the  same. 


N-15 


STATE  I - Light  die  crack  through  first  3 stars.  Faint  clash  marks  behind  the 
head.  Dentilation  is  clear. 

STATE  II  - Crack  through  first  3 stars  strong.  Dentilation  is  weaker.  Clash 
marks  in  obverse  fields. 

N-16  FIFTEEN  STAR  VARIETY 

STATE  I - Perfect  dies,  no  clash  marks,  no  rim  break  over  AM. 

STATE  II  - Dentils  weakened.  Rim  break  over  AM  strong. 

N-17 

STATE  I - Lightly  cracked  through  UNITED  STATES  with  a bisecting  crack  across 
the  reverse. 

STATE  II  - Cracked  through  tops  of  UNITED  STATES,  the  bases  of  D ST.  Bisect- 
ing crack  strong  between  A in  AMERICA  and  N in  CENT. 

STATE  III  - The  crack  through  TATE  is  very  strong. 

STATE  IV  - Crack  through  TATE  is  heavier.  A new  heavy  break  has  developed 
from  the  top  of  E in  STATES  to  the  edge. 

STATE  V - Now  a large  break  has  developed  over  TATE.  Rare  terminal  die  state.

A QUESTION  ON  THE  SHELDON  - 63 
Jim  Neiswinter 

I have  a question  for  those  members  of  EAC  who  are  knowledgeable  about 
the  theory  of  die  chaining  and  the  emission  sequence  of  1794  cents.  I would 
like  to  know  why  the  S-63  was  placed  between  the  S-62  and  the  S-64? 

The  S-63  is  one  of  the  few  varieties  of  1794  that  I own,  and  something 
has  always  intrigued  me  about  the  coin.  It  is  the  positioning  of  the  numerals 
of  the  date.  They  are  in  a more-or-less  straight  line.  On  all  other  variet- 
ies of  1794,  except  two,  the  numerals  of  the  date  follow  the  curve  of  the 

coin.  The  two  exceptions  are  the  S-17  and  S-20,  which  are  both  Heads  of  1793. 

Since  the  obverse  of  the  S-63  is  a Head  of  '94,  I turned  the  coin  over 
to  study  the  reverse.  In  Penny  Whimsy  , Dr.  Sheldon  designated  the  reverse 

die  FF  cind  the  obverse  die  tJ31.  Neither  die  is  shared  with  any  other  variety 

of  1794. 

In  a paper  that  Denis  Loring  gave  on  the  "Emission  Sequences  of  Early 
Cents"  at  the  A.N.S.  Coinage  of  the  Americas  Conference  in  1984,  he  spoke 
about  the  S-63: 
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However  Reverse  FF  is  actually  strikingly  similar  to  another  die: 

Reverse  W,  the  Starred  Reverse.  Both  feature  small  letters  in  the 
legend  unlike  those  on  any  other  1794  cent.  In  addition  the 
wreaths  are  nearly  identical  in  both  design  and  execution.  Based 
on  this  similarity,  the  new  emission  sequence  for  1794  places  the 
S-63  contigxious  to  S-48. 

I agree  that  these  two  reverses  are  similar,  but  I've  noticed  that  if 
you  compare  the  FF  reverse  with  that  of  the  L reverse  of  the  1793  Liberty  Caps 
(used  on  S-13,  S-14,  S-16,  and  NC-6)  you  will  find  that  they  are  virtually 
identical.  From  the  small  letters  in  the  legend  to  the  number  and  positions 
of  the  leaves  and  berries,  everything  on  both  dies  is  the  same.  Of  course,  the 
S-13  has  border  beads  while  the  S-63  has  border  denticles  — but  there  are 
exactly  91  in  each  case,  in  exactly  the  same  relationship  to  the  letters  in 
the  legend,  so  the  denticles  could  have  been  punched  over  the  beads. 

There  are  a couple  of  minute  differences.  Most  of  the  berries  on  the  FF 
reverse  are  cut  somewhat  smaller  than  those  on  the  L.  Another  difference 
concerns  the  lowest  leaf  on  the  right  branch.  On  the  FF  die  it's  so  faint 
that  Sheldon  called  it  a ghost  leaf.  That  same  leaf  on  the  L die  is  as  strong 
as  the  rest  of  the  leaves.  I think  that  these  small  differences  might  be 
attributed  to  die  polishing. 

If  you  compare  Sheldon's  description  of  both  reverse  in  Penny  Whimsy 
you  don't  think  he  is  writing  about  identical  dies,  because  he  picks  different 
points  to  describe  on  each  die.  However,  if  you  compare  the  reverse  of  a S-63 
with  his  description  of  the  L reverse  you  will  find  that  everything  matches. 
The  same  occurs  when  you  match  the  reverse  of  a S-13  with  the  description  of 
the  FF  reverse.

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The  varieties  of  S-17  through  S-20  are  considered  the  first  dies  used  in 
1794  because  their  heads  are  exactly  the  same  as  those  used  on  the  1793 
Liberty  Caps.  It  also  follows  that  the  S-21  is  the  first  head  of  '94  because 
its  reverse  is  the  same  as  those  on  S-19  and  S-20,  the  last  Heads  of  '93.  So 
if  the  S-63  has  the  identical  reverse  die  as  a 1793  cent  does  it  make  sense  to 
put  it  between  S-62  and  S-64?  Or  was  the  re-use  of  this  die  just  an  aberra- 
tion?

should  be  Rl.  N9  and  N17  should  be  R2.  N4,  N8,  N19  and  (N21)  should  be  R3. 

Why  is  (N22)  so  rare?  Is  it  a die  state  of  another  variety? 

1857 —  There  are  5 varieties,  2 of  which  are  Proof  Only.  N2  should  be  Rl. 
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About  the  Author: 


A native  of  Iowa,  Tom  Reynolds  traces  his  beginnings  as  a collector  to  the 
early  1950s,  when  he  began  filling  small-denomination  Whitman  folders  from 
circulation.  Graduating  from  Drake  University  in  Des  Moines  with  a magor  in 
Actuarial  Science,  he  moved  to  Omaha  in  1965  to  take  a position  with  a large 
insurance  firm.  At  that  time  he  was  experiencing  a renaissance  in  collecting 
interest,  and  was  pursuing  primarily  19th  century  Proof  type  coins.  The  1965 
purchase  of  three  high-grade  late  date  large  cents  marked  his  beginning  in  the 
early  copper  hobby,  an  interest  that  was  cemented  with  the  purchase  of  an  S- 
152  called  "MS-70"  (really  AU-55! ) for  the  princely  sum  of  $450  in  December, 
1966.  He  joined  EAC  in  1970  f P-W  Vol.  IV,  p.  186),  his  election  to  membership 
appearing  in  the  same  group  with  Dave  Bowers  and  Bill  Weber.  At  the  same 
small  mall  show  in  Bellevue,  Nebraska,  in  June  and  October,  1978,  he  realized 
the  actuarially  near- impossible  feat  of  cherrypicking  the  fourth  and  fifth 
known  examples  of  the  1798  NC-1  and  NC-2,  respectively.  His  ongoing  collec- 
tion of  1798s  now  includes  all  known  varieties  and  over  120  die  states.  A 
coin  dealer  since  early  1980  ('the  week  the  silver  market  peaked,'  he  once 
told  me)  and  a full-time  dealer  for  nearly  five  years,  he  retains  his 
collector's  fascination  with  early  American  copper  coins.  — Ed.

December  17,  1898.  Father  of  T.  R.  Strobridge.  Employed  as  an  agent  for 
Fairbanks  Scales.  He  began  as  a coin  dealer  about  1860.  Cataloged  29 
sales.  The  close  work  caused  his  eyesight  to  fail  by  1876.  Adams  rates 
these  as  "A"  for  large  cents:  Lilliendahl  12/15-17/1863;  Clay  12/5-7/1871 
(with  Woodward);  and  Taylor  11/16/1875. 

Stuller,  Joe  Introduced  to  large  cents  by  Tom  Warfield.  Contributed  to 
Nofal-Kling  sale  by  Cape  Kennedy  Medals  July  3,  1976. 

Sullivan,  Lotus  Collection  sold  at  auction  by  French’s  4/26/47  included 

high  grade  cents.  Many  were  formerly  from  the  French,  Pearl  and  Michael 
F-  Higgy  collections. 

Superior  Stamp  & Coin  Company  Principal  owners  of  the  firm  are  cousins  Ira 
Goldberg  and  Larry  Goldberg.  Majority  ownership  of  the  company  was  sold 
in  1990  to  Bruce  McNall  of  Numismatic  Fine  Arts. 

Superior  made  every  effort  to  produce  the  finest  possible  catalog  for  the 
sale  of  the  "Robby"  Brown  collection.  This  quality  level  was  maintained 
for  the  Robinson  collection.  These  sales  catalogs  far  exceeded  any 
previous  efforts  and  have  become  references  frequently  used  by 
collectors.  Important  sales  include  Ruby  I 2/11-13/74;  Ruby  III  2/10- 
12/75,  Robinson  S.  Brown  9/30-10/1/86,  Jack  H.  Robinson  1/29-30/89, 
Matthews  5/28/89,  Chalkley  1/28/90  and  Mendelson  February  3,  1991. 

TAD  Name  given  collection  sold  by  Stack’s  February  4-6,  1976.  Contained 
199  large  cents  with  125  plated.  Included  1796  NC-4  and  1801  NC-4. 
Cataloged  by  C.  Douglas  Smith.  It  was  reported  that  the  collection  was 
from  an  anonymous  collector  who  had  died  a few  years  earlier.  The 
consignor  has  not  been  publicly  identified. 

Temple,  Joseph  Armstrong  Deceased.  Originally  from  Texas.  He  served  in 
Confederate  Army  during  the  Civil  War.  Later  resident  of  New  York  City. 
Began  collecting  in  1850.  Collection  sold  at  auction  by  G.  C.  Adams 
April  29,  1905.  Adams  "B-."  Large  cents  included  202  lots  with  minimal 
descriptions.  Temple  bought  many  coins  at  auctions.  The  catalog  stated, 
"In  fact  it  has  been  a hobby  with  Mr.  Temple  to  keep  a record  of  where 
and  when  and  from  whom  he  purchased  each  and  every  coin  in  his 
col  lectioti . " This  information  was  not  passed  on  to  bidders.  The  Hays  8 
(S-48)  was  described  as  finest  ever  offered  at  auction.  Unfortunately  it 
cannot  be  traced  to  a current  owner. 

Terranova,  Antliony  J.  (AJT)  Born  March  22,  1947,  in  Brooklyn,  New  York. 

Married  with  one  son.  Part  time  dealer  1972-1975;  full  time  dealer  since 
1975.  Acted  as  intermediary  in  the  sale  of  many  important  cents.  Also 
frequently  seen  bidding  at  auction  representing  major  collectors.  In 
1974  he  and  Joe  Rose  discovered  a new  example  of  Jefferson  cent  NC-1.

Thurlow,  Bradbury  K. , Esq.  Collection  sold  at  auction  by  Mayflower  December 
8-9,  1967.  Contained  over  300  large  cents.  Many  cents  reappeared  in  the 
SasloK  sale  at  lower  prices.  Also  consigned  coins  to  Merkin  sale 
September  25-26,  1970.  Contained  140  LC. 

Thurston,  .1.  A.  Deceased.  Collection  sold  by  Chapman  Brothers  December  7-8, 
1888.  Adams  "B+." 

Valenziano,  Donald  K. , Jr.  "Don"  Born  April  27,  1952,  in  Omaha,  Nebraska. 
Received  B.S.  from  Mankato  (MN)  State  University  in  1977.  Married. 
Employed  in  car  rental  business  1973  to  November  1986.  Collector  of  half 
cents.  Part  time  dealer  1984  to  1986;  full  time  dealer  after  1986 
specializing  in  half  cents  and  large  cents.  Served  as  chairman  for  the 
North  Central  Region  and  later  secretary  for  the  NY-NJ  Region. 

Van  Buskirk,  Amos  Resident  of  Pottstown,  Pennsylvania.  Collection  sold  by 
Henry  Chapman  March  1917.  Noted  for  1794  cents  and  multiple  die  states. 
Contained  435  LC. 

Van  Cleave,  Philip  J.  Born  1920.  Married.  Worked  for  National  Park 
Service;  retired  in  1976.  Assembled  250  early  date  varieties  by  1940. 
Resumed  serious  collecting  about  1962.  Collection  sold  by  Kagin’s 
February  1,  1986  (photo).  Collection  of  early  date  cents  was  missing 
only  S-79  and  S-80.  Three  hundred  copies  of  the  catalog  were  hardbound. 

Van  Roden,  William  Died  1978.  Resident  of  Elkins  Park,  Pennsylvania. 

Collection  sold  at  auction  by  Stack’s  May  2-4,  1968.  Contained  222  lots 
with  37  plated.  Adams  "B+."  Served  on  1973  U.  S.  Assay  Commission. 

Venn,  Theodore  J.  Born  1861;  died  February  4,  1936.  Resident  of  Chicago. 
Employed  by  the  Chicago  Inter-Ocean  and  the  Chicago  Tribune.  Married 
with  a daughter  and  grandchildren.  Author  of  Large  United  States  Cents, 
1925.  Also  wrote  United  States  Half  Cents  in  1916. 

Victor-McCawley , Christopher  Glenn  "Chris"  Born  December  29,  1952,  in  San 
Bernadino,  California.  Received  B.A.  from  University  of  Oklahoma  in 
1976;  M.A.  from  Loyola  University  in  Chicago  in  1979.  Married  with  two 
sons.  Chris  founded  St.  Elizabeth’s  Hospitality  House  shelter  for  the 
homeless  in  Chicago  in  1978.  Part  time  dealer  1981  to  1984;  full  time 
dealer  after  1984.  Originally  doing  business  as  CVM.  Partner  with  Jack 
Robinson  in  Robinson  Victor-McCawley  doing  business  as  RVM  1986  to  1988. 

A major  bidder  at  large  cent  auctions.  On  June  3,  1987  discovered  a new 
variety  of  1801,  the  NC-5.  A second  example  was  discovered  in  1988. 

In  1991  joined  Bob  Grellman  to  conduct  copper  auctions. 

Wagemaker,  Tom  R.  Born  October  20,  1942,  in  Olivia,  Minnesota.  Graduate 
of  the  University  of  Minnesota  with  B.S.  in  1964,  MSCE  in  1966  and  MBA  in 
1978.  Married  with  a son  and  a daughter.  Employed  as  a civil  engineer. 

A contemporary  collector  of  late  date  large  cents  and  two  cent  pieces. 
Discoverer  of  the  unique  1851  "N-42"  in  1986  and  the  1854  "N-28." 

Warfield,  Thomas  Pettit  Died  December  26,  1969.  Dealer  with  Mason-Dixon 
Coin  Exchange.  With  B.  M.  Douglas  he  conducted  auctions  under  the  name 
D&W  auction  sales.  Collection  sold  at  auction  by  Associated  Coin  October 
28-29,  19.55.  Cataloging  was  by  Breen.  Included  609  lots  of  early. 
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middle  and  late  dates  in  the  first  session  and  76  in  a second  session 
with  31  plated.  The  collection  included  an  1823  restrike  in  silver. 
Other  large  c:;ents  sold  privately. 


Weimer,  William  A.  (WAW)  First  collection  sold  as  part  of  annual  EAC  sale 
conducted  by  Pine  Tree  March  6,  1976.  Second  collection  of  1816-1857 
cents  sold  by  Kagin’s  February  12,  1987.  Contained  197  lots  with  21 
plated,  cataloged  by  Del  Bland.  Library  sold  at  auction  by  Cal  Wilson 
January  16,  1987. 

White,  Aaron  A lawyer  from  Connecticut.  He  distrusted  banks  and  hoarded 
coins  during  the  Civil  War  period.  After  his  death  the  hoard  was 
dispersed  by  Ed  Frossard.  The  hoard  included  60,000  large  cents  and 
large  quantities  of  other  coins. 

Whitman,  C.  T.  Deceased.  Resident  of  New  York  City.  Collection  sold  by 
Chapman  Brothers  August  10-11,  1893.  Contained  133  LC,  Adams  "A." 

Whiteneck,  Harold  E.  (fl  1945-60)  A Boston  dealer  associated  with  Sheraton 
Coin  Company  from  1945  to  1947  marketing  the  Sheraton  collection  of  large 
cents.  In  1948  he  bought  the  company.  Their  stock  included  about  15,000 
large  cents.  He  bought  some  of  the  Hines  cents  including  the  1799. 

Later  started  the  Court  Coin  Company  in  Boston  in  1955. 

Wilharm,  G.  F.  E. , Dr.  Born  March  20,  1853,  in  Pittsburgh;  died  May  12, 
1920.  Married  with  six  sons.  Surgeon.  Collection  sold  at  auction  by 
Max  Mehl  February  15,  1921.  Contained  425  LC  including  some  choice  late 
dates  and  a good  set  of  1794 ’s.  Adams  "A."  A Jefferson  head  cent 
realized  $26.  An  1823  uncirculated  realized  $260. 

Williams,  Charles  M.  Insurance  executive  in  Cincinnati.  Collection  sold  by 
Numismatic  Gallery  November  14,  1950.  Large  cents  included  668  lots. 
Adams  "A."  There  were  also  114  lots  of  half  cents  that  did  not  belong  to 
Williams.  Highlights  include  a Strawberry  Leaf  Cent,  Crosby  5-D,  Sheldon 
NC-2.  The  coin  remains  unique.  That  coin  passed  through  the  collections 
of  Winsor,  Crosby',  Hall,  Brand,  and  Starr.  Lot  404  was  1834  N-7. 

Williamson,  Raymond  H.  Born  April  6,  1907,  in  Eagle  Grove,  Iowa.  Graduate 
of  Iowa  State  University,  B.S.  in  1928  and  Union  College,  M.S.  1935. 
Married  in  1930,  no  children.  Electronics  engineer  for  General  Electric 
from  1928  until  retirement  in  1972.  Member  of  Assay  Commission  in  1968. 
Charter  member  number  54  of  EAC.  Author  of  numerous  articles  in  The 
Numismatist.  Consigned  many  cents  to  1983  EAC  sale. 

Winsor,  Richard  Boswell,  Dr.  Deceased.  Physician  in  Providence,  Rhode 

Island.  Cousin  of  Sheldon’s  mother.  Collection  sold  by  Chapman  Brothers 
December  16-17,  1895.  Contained  180  LC  including  1793  NC-2  and  1793  NC-3. 

Wismer,  David  Cassel  Born  March  25,  1857;  died  May  31,  1949.  Resident  of 

Hatfield,  Pennsylvania.  Married  with  five  children.  Noted  authority  on 
paper  money.  Collection  sold  by  New  Netherlands.  Part  I was  April  13- 
15,  1951,  with  90  LC.  Part  II  was  October  5,  1951.  The  large  cents  in 
the  sale  were  actually  from  the  Brand  estate  via  Arm  in  and  Jane  Brand. 
There  were  38  lots  of  cents  from  1794.  Pedigrees  were  either  Hall-Brand 
or  Wurtzbach-Brand. 
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Wolf,  Tom  A contemporary  collector.  Produced  counterstaraped  large  cents 
given  to  EAC  members  at  national  meetings. 

Woodin,  William  Hartman  Born  May  27,  1868,  at  Berwick,  Pennsylvania;  died 
May  3,  1934.  Graduate  of  Columbia  University  in  1890.  Married  with  four 
children.  Superintendent  of  Jackson  & Woodin  Manufacturers,  makers  of 
railroad  cars.  President  of  American  Car  and  Foundry  Co.  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  under  FDR,  1933.  Collection  sold  at  auction  by  The  United 
States  Coin  Co.  May  19-21,  1915.  The  consignor  was  not  named  and  is 
subject  of  some  speculation.  Some  sources  indicate  the  coins  were  from 
Granberg.  Others  indicate  the  Granberg  coins  had  been  sold  to  Woodin. 
Sale  contained  295  large  cents. 

Woodward,  William  Elliot  Born  November  29,  1825,  in  Oxford,  Maine;  died 
January  5,  1892.  Managed  pharmacy  in  Boston.  Produced  111  auction 
sales.  Adams  rates  these  as  "A"  for  large  cents:  McCoy  5/17-21/1864; 
Levick  10/18-22/1864;  Lilliendahl  et.  al.  3/20-25/1865;  Mickley 
10/28/1867;  Clay  12/5-7/1863  (with  Strobridge);  Haines  10/13-16/1880; 
Burton  10/26-28/1881  and  Stetson  1/21-22/1889. 

Wormser,  Charles  M.  Died  February  10,  1990,  at  age  78.  Son  of  Moritz 

Wormser.  Graduate  of  Yale  in  1932.  Served  in  U.  S.  Navy  in  World  War 
II.  Married  with  children.  President  of  New  Netherlands  Coin  Co  of  New 
York  City.  Sold  large  cents  from  stock  and  through  various  auctions. 

Wright,  John  D.  (JDW)  A contemporary  collector  and  writer.  Graduate  of 
Southern  Tech. , Masters  Degree  from  Georgia  Tech.  Served  as  Captain  in 
Air  Force.  Married  to  EAC  Librarian,  Mabel  Ann  Wright  with  children. 
Treasurer  of  EAC  1972  to  present.  Received  the  EAC  "Man  of  the  Year" 
award  in  1972.  Author  of  more  than  250  articles  in  Penny-Wise.  A review 
of  middle  date  die  varieties  ran  from  1975  to  1979.  "Study  of  Overdated 
U.  S.  Large  Cents"  ran  in  1968  and  1969  and  was  reprinted  in  The 
Numismatist.  "A  survey  of  Large  Cent  Auctions"  ran  in  1971  and  1972. 

"Ask  John"  has  run  since  1981.  Publishes  "The  List"  of  middle  date  cent 
collections  available  to  contributors. 

Wright,  Richard  H.  Collection  offered  via  fixed  price  list  by  Valley  Plaza 
Coins  in  fall  1976.  Contained  485  LC  and  285  different  Sheldon  varieties. 
Later  most  of  these  were  sold  by  Bowers  and  Ruddy  in  their  Fairfield  sale 
October  6-8,  1977.  They  were  described  as  the  Jack  Collins  collection. 
Prices  realized  were  a fraction  of  what  was  asked  in  the  previous  FPL. 

Wrubel,  Gordon  J.  Married  with  four  children.  Charter  member  number  19  in 
EAC.  Dealer  with  a special  interest  in  LC  most  active  in  1970’s. 

Wurtzbach,  Carl  A.  Born  May  3,  1864,  in  Hargerode,  Germany;  died  August  30, 

1947.  Cousin  of  Virgil  Brand.  Married  twice  with  two  daughters. 
President  of  the  Lee  National  Bank.  Associated  with  Western 
Massachusetts  Electric  Company.  Finaixx^dby  Virgil  Brand  to  assemble  a 
collection  of  i he  finest  large  cents  available.  Collection  including  164 
cents  transferred  to  Brand  in  1919.  He  exhibited  uncirculated  large 
cents  at  the  1935  ANA  convention.  Bluestone  100th  sale  February  28, 

1948,  featured  Wurtzbach  coins,  365  LC.  Adams  "B." 

Wyatt,  Russell  Born  January  2,  1904,  in  Linton,  Indiana;  deceased.  Married 
to  Eudora  Bell  Wyatt.  Executive  with  LeRoy’s  jewelers  in  Los  Angeles. 
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Aciiuired  many  large  cents  from  Harry  DeVore  in  1930’s.  Collection  sold 
by  Superior  9/30-10/1/85.  Contained  763  large  cents.  Two  hundred  copies 
of  the  sale  were  bound;  forty  bound  with  photograpliic  plates.  Some  coins 
in  the  sale  such  as  1793  NC-6  and  S-48  were  not  from  Wyatt  collection. 

Young,  Jim  F. , Jr.  Born  October  20,  1956,  in  Baltimore,  Maryland.  Received 
B.S.  from  St.  Marys  College  of  Maryland  in  1979.  A contemporary 
collector  of  early  date  cents  by  Sheldon  varieties.  He  serves  as 
chairman  for  the  Mid-Atlantic  Region. 

Young,  John  P.  Resident  of  Ithaca,  New  York.  Collaborated  with  Newcomb  on 
his  book.  May  have  done  some  of  the  lettering.  There  have  been  several 
sales  including  Barney  Bluestone  87th  sale  April  28,  1945,  with  84  LC, 
Adams  "B";  Bluestone  88th  sale  July  7,  1945  with  200  LC,  Adams  "A-"; 
Bluestone  89th  with  350  LC,  Adams  "B+";  Bolender  181st  sale  of  9/8/51 
with  389  cents,  Adams  "B+";  Bolender  182nd  sale  of  11/10/51  with  300 
cents,  Adams  "B-";  and  others. 

Zug,  Charles  Gordon  Died  August  10,  1908.  Resident  of  Pittsburgh. 

Purchased  the  Hays-Phelps  set  of  1794  cents  from  Steigerwalt  in  1906  and 
consigned  them  for  auction  by  Lyman  Low  March  7,  1907.  Contained  60  LC, 
Adams  "A."  Collection  of  gold  coins  sold  by  S.  H.  Chapman  October  22, 
1909. 


This  brings  "Names  With  Notes"  to  an  end. 

The  first  installment  represented  notes  using  the  resources  available  in  my 
personal  library.  I did  not  anticipate  that  my  next  research  project  would 
turn  up  considerable  additional  information.  I did  not  anticipate  that  I 
would  have  the  opportunity  within  the  last  year  to  read  through  a complete 
set  of  the  American  Journal  of  Numismatics  1866-1919  and  The  Numismatist 
1888-1991.  These  sources  produced  more  notes. 

I made  a serious  effort  to  contact  the  living  people  on  the  list  to  get 
additional  information.  That  effort  met  with  only  limited  success.  Some 
people  were  generous  with  their  response.  Others  did  not  answer 
correspondence  or  refused  to  be  included. 

Each  installment  was  submitted  shortly  before  publication  so  the  later 
installments  benefited  from  later  research.  Notes  from  the  first 
installments  have  undergone  considerable  revisions. 

I received  one  correction  (thanks  to  Bob  Grellraan)  for  the  first  installment. 
1 have  not  received  any  suggestions  for  additional  listings.  I suspect  the 
lack  of  response  is  the  result  of  three  factors:  1.  The  original  list  was 

complete  and  accurate  enough  to  satisfy  most  readers;  2.  Most  P-W  readers  do 
not  have  any  better  notes  than  I do;  3.  People  who  could  make  corrections 
don’t  have  the  time  or  interest. 

It  is  still  my  intention  to  publish  the  revised  list  as  a monograph  some  time 
after  the  ANA  convention.  I can  consider  additions  or  corrections  until 
then.  Look  for  an  announcement  about  publication  in  a future  issue  of  P-W.

Society.  It  is  so  full  of  numismatic  memorabilia  that  I wanted  to  share  it 
with  my  fellow  EAC'ers  verbatim.  Enjoy! 


April  17,  1991 


Dear  Mr.  Griffee, 

Henry  Grunthal  came  to  the  Society  for  lunch  today — he  is  eighty-six, 
but  his  mind  and  body  are  more  active  them  those  of  many  younger  men.  I took 
the  opportunity  of  asking  him  about  the  acquisition  of  the  New  Jersey  coppers 
in  March  1945.  Henry  told  me  that  he  bought  the  collection  from  Prescott 
Beach.  Henry  did  not  particularly  want  the  New  Jerseys,  but  there  were  a 
number  of  important  foreign  coins  in  the  collection  which  Henry  wanted.  Henry 
then  sold  the  New  Jersey  part  of  the  Beach  collection  to  the  Society,  which 
f'aid  $300  for  the  220  New  Jerseys,  according  to  our  accession  book;  the  funds 
were  provided  from  a gift  by  George  H.  Clapp.  The  foreign  part  of  Beach's 
collection  passed  on  to  a Mr.  Straub,  and  then  to  the  Smithsonian. 

The  attributions  were  done  by  a member  of  our  council  who  was  an  expert 
in  New  Jerseys,  Damon  G.  Douglas.  Douglas  was  the  head  of  a bridge  repairing 
firm,  which  had  the  contract  to  repair  bridges  for  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

His  wife  was  a somewhat  eccentric  lady  who  collected  Washington  pieces,  and 
wrote  a small  book  about  the  most  modern  examples  of  that  series,  namely  those 
made  after  1900.

Discussion  of  the  recent  EAC  National  Convention  occupied  part  of  the 
meeting.  Those  unable  to  attend  in  person  listened  to  first-hand  accounts  of 
the  action  in  Boston  from  the  numerous  members  in  attendance  who  had  been  to 
EAC  '91. 


The  remainder  of  the  time  was  taken  by  anticipations  of  future  "Feeding

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SOUNDING  BOARD 


Bill  Weber 

In  making  the  following  suggestions  for  changes  in  how  EAC  operates  in 
certain  areas,  I want  to  make  it  clear  at  the  outset  that  I'm  not  trying  to 
"nail"  anyone  personally.  I'm  only  interested  in  seeing  EAC  fulfill  its 
attainable  goal  of  leading  all  other  niunismatic  organizations  in  quality  of 
service  to  its  members.  I also  believe  that  it  is  absolutely  crucial  that  we 
encourage  young  members  to  become  more  active  in  the  organization,  including 
serving  as  officers,  to  provide  those  fresh  and  perhaps  novel  ideas  which  will 
solidify  EAC's  numismatic  stature.  Instead,  I fear  that  EAC  is  still  hostage 
to  the  comfortable  idea  that  it  can't  or  won't  function  unless  a certain  few 
compose  its  policy-making  cadre.  I liken  that  to  an  eddy  of  still  water  on 
the  edge  of  a stream;  very  little  aerated,  fresh  water  enters  to  disturb  the 
placid,  "no  waves"  domain — nor,  in  the  end,  does  it  sustain  much  more  than 
moss. 


In  no  particular  order,  my  suggestions  are  as  follows; 

1.  Publish  the  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Governors  meeting  in  P-W.  List  those 
who  attended,  topics  discussed,  committees  appointed  and  so  on.  Only  the 
relatively  few  EAC  members  attending  the  annual  General  Membership  Meeting 
at  the  Convention  are  advised  of  the  Board's  activity. 

2.  Publish  an  annual  financial  summary,  in  lay  language,  of  specific  income 
and  expenses,  in  a manner  that  will  enable  the  interested  reader  to 
evaluate,  for  example,  if  one  year's  expenses  are  in  line  with  another's. 
The  current  Treasurer's  Reports  lack  a sufficiently  detailed  accounting  of 
where  the  money  comes  from  or  goes  to. 

3.  Raise  bourse  fees  for  the  Convention  to  $85  for  the  standard,  15-square 
foot  space  and  $115  for  the  expanded,  24-square  foot  space.  These  are 
modest  increases  for  what  we  provide — e.g.  display  cases  and  lamps  at  no 
additional  charge — and  would  still  be  about  half  the  rate  charged  at 
comparable  national  coin  shows. 

4.  Let  it  be  known,  if  a member  has  a suggestion  which  he  wishes  to  address 
to  the  Board  of  Governors  (and  not  just  a "complaint"  to  the  President), 
that  he  may  approach  any  member  of  the  Boaird  with  that  suggestion. 

5.  Let's  make  the  EAC  Sale  the  premier  copper  sale  of  the  year,  graphically 
as  well  as  in  content!  Is  there  a conspiracy  by  the  large  commercial 
auction  houses  to  keep  the  EAC  Sale  catalog  looking  like  something  we're 
required  to  do,  but  don't  really  want  to?  Their  consignor  commission  is 
higher  than  EAC's,  payment  takes  considerably  longer,  and  we  charge  no 
buyer's  fee.  Yet  our  membership  continues  to  provide  a very  high  percent- 
age of  the  premium  early  American  copper  sold  in  their  auctions  each  year. 
Why  not  produce  a competitive  product?  We  have  an  abundance  of  talent  to 
research  and  describe — and  the  physical  plant  to  photograph,  print,  and 
distribute — an  outstanding  catalog  each  year.  By  way  of  specific  con- 
trast, this  year's  half  cent  grading  ranged  from  fair  to  foul;  coins  of  CC 
quality  were  ignored,  or  even  listed  with  the  wrong  dates.  There  were 
also  coins  which  deserved  to  be  plated.  To  further  encourage  consign- 
ments, members  need  to  know  the  sale's  importance  to  EAC's  financial  well- 
being. (Section  ^^2,  above) 
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6.  Extend  a warm  invitation,  via  a paid  ad  in  the  Colonial  Newsletter,  to 
those  who  collect  state  and  colonial  coppers  to  attend  our  annual  conven- 
tion.  Having  no  specific  convention  of  their  own,  I expect  they'd  be 
pleased  and  appreciative  of  our  offer  of  numismatic  fellowship. 

7.  Reconsider  the  possibility  of  extending  the  EAC  annual  convention  to  a 
full  four  days.  I would  suggest  the  following  tentative  schedule: 
Wednesday  evening  for  the  Hospitality  Suite  and  a possible  "Colonial  Cop- 
pers Congress" — Thursday  morning  for  the  General  Membership  Meeting  (to 
encourage  it  to  be  a true  democratic  forum  for  interested  members,  rather 
than  something  to  be  "gotten  over"  as  rapidly  as  possible  to  get  the 
Sunday  bourse  open,  as  it  currently  stands) — Thursday  afternoon  for  the 
Bourse  and  Sale  Lot  viewing — Thursday  evening  for  the  Half  Cent  Happening- 
-Friday  and  Saturday  as  they  currently  stand — and  Sunday  from  9 to  2 for 
the  Bourse  alone. 

8.  To  avoid  both  glitches  for  the  attendees,  and  grief  for  the  organizers,  of 
future  conventions,  I would  propose  that  the  President  and  Vice  President 
appoint  eind  chair  a five  member  convention  panel  composed  of  members  who 
have  successfully  functioned  as  EAC  convention  chairmen.  This  group  would 
convene  during  our  annual  convention  to  review  and  approve  requests  from 
the  various  regions  which  wish  to  host  conventions.  Applicants  would 
submit  a brief  resume  of  the  features  of  the  site  they  propose,  and  their 
qualifications  for  organizing  such  an  event. 

9.  Keep  the  regional  boundaries  in  mind  in  granting  conventions.  I would 
remind  everyone  that  our  scheduled  1994  Las  Vegas  bash  is  in  the  Southwest 
region,  not  the  West  Coast  region. 

10.  In  contrast  to  tradition,  and  certain  viewpoints  vehemently  expressed  in 

this  publication  in  the  past,  I believe  that  EAC  should  provide  financial 
grants-in-aid  for  serious  research  in  early  American  copper.  Consider 
again  the  various  ongoing  "surveys."  These  all  were  undertaken  by 
dedicated  and  unselfish  collectors;  the  first  few  issues  are  usually 
modest;  but  as  a survey  like  Ed  Masuoka's  on  half  cents,  for  example, 
becomes  well-known,  the  more  information  it  attracts,  and  the  more  census 
lists  he  must  distribute  free-of-charge  to  well  over  100  avid  partici- 
pants. It's  a perfect  Catch-22:  the  better  job  Ed  does  (or  John,  or 

John,  or  anyone  else),  the  more  it's  going  to  cost  him.  I strongly  urge 
the  Board  to  address,  authorize,  and  begin  vmderwriting  such  costs,  in 
the  interest  of  more  broadly  disseminating  the  results  of  such  surveys, 
without  financially  penalizing  those  who  have  taken  the  trouble  to  gather 
the  information.

It  is  with  heavy  heart  that  I must  report  the  untimely  death  of  Rick 
Leonard . 

Information  I received  described  Rick's  racing  plane  as  "losing  a wing 
in  flight,  crashing,  and  killing  Rick  instantly."  I don't  believe  it  was 
known  by  many  in  EAC  that  Rick  had  been  very  prominent  in  air  racing.  His 
skills  in  this  field  had  won  him  wide  respect  and  several  major  championships 
in  his  plane's  racing  class. 

I don't  know  how  it  came  to  be  that  Rick  adopted  U.S.  half  cents  in  the 
early  1980 's  as  his  numismatic  favorite,  but  he  did  it  with  his  characteristic 
enthusiasm,  thoroughness,  cind  good  taste.  An  inbred  appreciation  for  quality 
and  eye  appeal  distinguished  Rick  from  many  others  who  collect  the  series. 
Proximity  to  New  York  City  and  participation  in  many  of  the  major  copper 
auctions  favored  his  acquisition  of  notable  pieces.  It  was,  however,  his  keen 
interest  in  half  cent  "hows"  and  "whys"  in  which  I fovmd  Rick  to  be  especially 
discerning  and  discriminating.  Just  because  it  had  been  written  did  not  make 
it  so  in  Rick's  book,  and  his  perceptive  dialogue  with  several  half  cent 
students  enhanced  everyone's  understanding  and  appreciation  of  the  series. 

The  range  of  Rick's  talents  and  interests  is  further  demonstrated  by  his 
contribution  to  restoring  an  antique  fire  engine  affectionately  called  the

Rick's  passing  leaves  a profound  void  for  everyone  who  knew  him.  His 
graciousness,  ready  wit,  and  multiple  abilities  enhanced  any  event  he  partici- 
pated in.

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■GUEST  EDITORIAL"  FOR  JULY 
SHELDON  VARIETY  COLLECTING  ISN'T  DEAD 


David  L.  Palmer 

A few  years  ago  in  Pennv-Wise  the  issue  of  collecting  Sheldon  varieties 
was  virtually  declared  dead  by  more  than  one  writer.  These  articles  said  (1) 
it's  not  possible  to  come  up  with  enough  varieties  to  make  sense  of  collecting 
that  way  and  (2)  only  the  super  rich  amongst  us  could  expect  to  do  so. 

I'd  like  to  say,  Bull!  It  is  true  that  money  is  needed,  as  with  any 
collecting  pursuit,  but  rich  or  even  comfortable  you  don't  need  to  be. 

Over  the  last  15  months  I have  been  able  to  put  together  a Sheldon 
variety  set  comprising  216  varieties.  Total  cost  of  the  set,  so  far,  is 
$12,500.00,  or  an  average  of  $833.00  per  month  spent.  Now,  before  you  get 
bent  out  of  shape  and  say  'I  can't  spend  that  much,'  realize  that  nobody  is 
keeping  a stop  watch  on  you  to  collect  any  faster  than  you  want  to,  or  can 
afford  to.  I have  a couple  of  F12,  F15  and  VF20  coins  in  the  set,  mostly  by 
accident.  My  main  goal  is  to  collect  as  many  varieties  for  as  little  as 
possible.  I will  admit  I have  had  somewhat  of  an  advantage  over  some  people 
in  that  the  previously-mentioned  set  is  my  second  set. 

At  the  point  my  first  set  is,  I need  only  NC's  and  (2)  R5's  and  then 
R6's  and  R7's  which,  if  they  were  readily  available,  would  not  be  rare.  In 
fact,  the  only  variety  reasonably  available  that  I need  is  an  S-llb.  Anybody 
got  one? 

The  advantage  the  above  gives  me  is  two-fold.  (1)  As  I upgrade  my  first 
set,  the  lower  grade  piece  goes  into  my  second  set.  What  I have  tried  to  do 
is  buy  or  trade  for  pieces  I need  in  a way  that  gives  me  the  ability  to  reduce 
the  original  cost  of  the  piece  going  into  Set  2.  To  illustrate,  assume  that  a 

certain  piece  is  in  CQR  @ $200.00  in  VGIO.  I am  able  to  buy  the  piece  at  a 

local  show  as  Fine  (commercial  grading)  for  $75.00  (Grey  Sheet  Bid).  If  the 
lower  grade  piece  that  is  going  in  Set  2 cost  me  $25.00,  then  I change  the 
better  piece  to  a cost  of  $100,000  and  now  the  lower  grade  piece  effectively 
cost  me  nothing,  thereby  lowering  the  cost  of  Set  2.  With  the  above  illustra- 
tion, I might  reasonably  expect  to  resell  the  better  piece  for  $130.00  to 

$200.00  (depending  upon  to  whom  and  how  fast),  so  I've  lost  nothing  in  Set  1 
either.  Although  I am  in  coppers  collecting  for  the  long  haul,  I see  no 
reason  not  to  try  to  make  a profit  on  the  pieces  I accumulate,  when  the  time 
comes . 


(2)  The  other  advantage  is  that  I don't  have  to  sit  at  a dealer's  table 
to  go  through  a group  of  low  grade  cents.  I can  pick  out  the  ones  that  look 
intriguing,  make  a deal  to  my  liking,  then  attribute  them  fully  at  home.  If  I 
don't  need  any  in  Set  1,  now  I have  Set  2 and  I still  need  134  varieties  in 
that  set. 

As  a third  incentive,  the  second  set  keeps  my  interest  through  those  dry 
periods  when  no  pieces  I need  in  Set  1 are  available,  or  I don't  have  the 
money  to  secure  them.  The  former  circumstance  is  more  prevalent  as,  when  a 
piece  you  need  (I  mean  NEED! ! ) comes  up,  you  find  the  money  somewhere,  unless 
it  would  take  the  combined  wealth  of  the  Hunt  family  to  buy  it!

Let  me  also  point  out  that  I have  a number  of  BSl,  FR2  and  AG3  pieces  in 
the  set,  but  again,  my  goal  is  to  collect  the  greatest  number  of  pieces  for 
the  least  money.  As  an  aside,  I have  a total  of  (1)  1793,  (29)  1794,  (6) 

1795,  (9)  1796  Liberty  Cap,  (14)  1796  Draped  Bust,  and  all  the  Classic  Head 
varieties.  The  balance  are,  of  course,  spread  over  1797  through  1807.  Also, 
the  collection  comprises  (22)  R5  and  (6)  R6  varieties,  the  balance  R1-R4. 

The  point  of  all  this  is:  To  any  of  you  cent  collectors  who  have  come 

to  believe  it's  not  possible  to  assemble  a meaningful  set  of  Sheldon  variet- 
ies, or  to  you  new  members  that  hesitate  to  start  a set,  START  NOW  - COLLECT 
WHAT  YOU  LIKE  AND  CAN  AFFORD  - KEEP  AN  EYE  ON  VALUE  - AND  DON'T  GIVE  A FIG 
WHAT  ANYBODY  ELSE  THINKS  ABOUT  IT  - as  long  as  you  are  enjoying  it.  Anv 
collection  put  together  with  a PurT»ae  is  meaningful,  no  matter  the  condition 
or  number  of  pieces.

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DIFFERENTIATING  BETWEEN  MILLER'S  6.3-G.l  AND  6.3-G.2

As  a collector  of  Connecticut  Coppers,  sometimes  I find  it  difficult  to 
differentiate  between  certain  coins.  Such  was  the  case  with  these  two 
coppers.  The  common  way  is  to  tell  that  the  G.2's  Liberty  Cap  is  smaller. 

This  can  be  difficult.  To  compound  the  problem,  the  first  of  these  two  coins 
that  I obtained  was  advertised  as  a G.2  and  in  reality  was  a G.l.  It  was 
obtained  from  a large  coin  company,  who  later  had  the  same  mis-attribution  in 
a very  famous  auction. 

To  correctly  attribute  these,  simply  imagine  an  angle  that  would  form  by 
merging  the  date  line  with  a line  connecting  the  second  quatrefoil  and  the 
Liberty  Cap.  The  G.l  line  is  about  parallel  to  the  date  line  and  would  not 
merge;  while  the  G.2  has  an  angle  of  about  10°  and  would  merge  about  six 
inches  to  the  right. 


A "BASIC"  COIN  MANAGEMENT  PROGRAM

The  following  program  was  written  in  the  BASIC  Programming  Language.  If 
any  of  you  "computer  nuts"  out  there  would  like  to  try  it,  copy  the  program  on 
the  next  few  pages  word  for  word. 

To  start  the  program  you  need  to  create  both  a "COPPERS"  file  and  a 
"SOLD"  file.  Use  a standard  text  editor  like  "EDLIN"  to  do  this.  The 
"COPPERS"  file  should  be  created  like  this:  0, "0" , "0" , "0" ,0  The  "SOLD" 

file  should  be  created  like  this:  0, "0" ,0,0, "0" , "0" 

Use  GWBASIC  to  load  and  run  the  program.  On  line  number  50  is  the  size 
of  the  arrays  for  holding  data.  The  current  program  listed  will  hold  300 
coins;  if  you  want  more  space  just  change  the  300 's  to  a higher  number.  I 
would  like  to  hear  from  you  if  you  have  a sorting  routine  that  will  work  in 
BASIC  on  parallel  arrays.  The  procedure  in  this  program  is  slow  for  large 
files.

MISSING  CLAPP-ANS  LARGE  CENTS 


As  previously  reported  in  Coin  World  and  Numismatic  News,  as  well  as  in 
the  Spring  1991  number  of  the  ANS  Newsletter,  the  American  Numismatic  Society 
has  been  advised  that  129  cents  dated  1793  through  1814  are  missing  from  the 
Society's  collection.  The  missing  coins  are  part  of  a donation  of  about  1542 
large  cents  made  to  the  ANS  by  George  H.  Clapp  between  1937  and  1946.  In  place 
of  each  cent  that  is  missing,  a cent  of  identical  die  variety  but  somewhat 
inferior  grade  was  substituted. 

The  Society  was  provided  with  a detailed  written  report  on  these  missing 
cents  by  Del  Bland,  who  had  spent  a substantial  period  of  time  researching  the 
cents  in  the  Society's  collection  as  part  of  a long-term  study  of  the  provenance 
of  certain  high-grade  large  cents.  Bland  furnished  the  ANS  with  the  die  variety, 
condition  grade,  and  prior  ownership  of  each  piece  in  question.  His  detailed 
list  of  the  missing  cents  follows.  It  is  subject  to  correction  and  revision 
as  facts  may  be  further  determined. 

The  ANS  is  not  informed  of  the  whereabouts  of  these  specific  cents.  It 
does  hope  to  recover  them.  Anyone  desiring  to  have  the  Society  check  the  iden- 
tity of  any  specific  coin  is  asked  to  furnish  photographs  or  other  data  directly 
to  the  Society,  or  to  a mutually  agreeable  expert.  The  coin  itself  may  also 
be  submitted  directly  to  the  Society  for  such  a determination,  if  desired. 

The  ANS  realizes  that  in  the  many  intervening  years  since  the  removal  of 
these  cents,  persons  may  have  innocently  sold,  purchased,  or  otherwise  trans- 
ferred possession  of  these  coins,  without  knowledge  of  their  prior  residence 
in  the  Society's  collection.

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THE  ULTIMATE  JUXTAPOSITION

Recently,  I had  the  pleasure  of  attending  the  Long  Beach  Expo  for  the 
second  time,  and  felt  quite  smug  because  of  knowing  where  to  park,  when  and 
where  the  EAC  meeting  was,  and  most  important,  where  the  true  copper  dealers' 
tables  were  (without  even  looking  at  the  program!).  And  so  armed  with  this 
confidence,  and  the  ability  to  spend  two  full  days  in  the  city  of  large  luxury 
liners  and  flying  boats,  I was  off  in  the  passionate  pursuit  of  copper.  It  is 
hard  to  imagine  when  one  attends  a show  such  as  Long  Beach,  with  as  many 
dealers  having  as  many  coins  as  are  there,  that  there  can't  be  something  for 
one  to  discover.  This  can  definitely  put  the  brain  of  any  red-blooded 
collector  into  overload!  Once  one  is  able  to  calm  down  and  approach  the  floor 
systematically,  it  becomes  one  of  the  best  experiences  possible. 

On  the  second  day,  after  the  initial  dose  of  adrenaline  had  worn  off,  I 
was  able  to  stand  back  and  observe  a very  interesting  phenomenon,  which  I have 
named  "The  Ultimate  Juxtaposition."  Let  me  explain.  Mr.  Lopresto,  arguably  a 
most  successful  coin-expo  promoter,  has  obviously  not  given  great  thought  to 
the  arrangement  of  the  hundreds  of  dealers  on  the  bourse  floor.  Without  being 
so  callous  as  to  label  "types"  of  dealers,  it  seems  that  the  current  contro- 
versy of  "Investment /Slab  vs.  Collector/Raw"  coins  could  be  extended  to  the 
types  of  dealers  that  specialize  in  those  particular  types  of  coins.  It 
doesn't  take  a great  deal  of  imagination  to  see  that  the  appeal  to  the  buyer 
and  also  the  corresponding  sales  pitch  for  these  two  types  of  coins  might  be 
completely  different.  Try  to  imagine  my  total  amazement  as  I patiently  wait 
my  turn  in  front  of  the  table  of  a copper  dealer  from  Omaha  (to  be  unnamed), 
and  observe  the  following: 

* To  my  left  the  copper  dealer  explains  the  history,  die  state,  strike, 
surfaces,  rarity,  and  color  of  an  early  date  large  cent  to  an  "all  ears" 
neophyte,  all  the  while  apologizing  that  he  is  unable  to  leave  for  lunch  as  he 
has  a responsibility  to  those  customers  that  might  come  by  his  table. 

*■  To  my  right  a dealer  specializing  in  plastic,  was  tossing  slabs  into  a 

case  like  so  many  widgets.  Seemingly,  the  most  intelligent  response  when 
asked  about  a coin  was  "My  spread  on  the  20  Lib  in  64  is  $1,100  - $1,200,"  or 
"Never  in  my  wildest  dreams  did  I ever  think  I'd  sell  20  Saints  in  slabs  for 
this  kind  of  money!"  As  for  lunch,  he  had  Italian  brought  in,  and  was  showing 
(and  telling)  all  who  would  look  how  "There's  no  meat  in  this  lasagna!" 

* And  then,  just  as  I thought  I'd  seen  the  whole  show,  his  pals  came  by 
and  egged  him  into  doing  his  Larry  of  the  "3  Stooges"  imitation  (which  seemed 
quite  accurate),  while  he  asks  anyone  in  earshot  if  they  have  a light  (the 
cigarette  is  a permanent  fixture,  lit  or  not),  or  if  he  could  borrow  their 
glass  to  look  at  his  "Finest  MS-67  Barber  Half  in  existence"  (his  comment,  not 
mine.)  I suppose  that  if  you  buy  the  slab,  not  the  coin,  you  needn't  look  too 
closely,  and  therefore  even  as  a dealer,  you  don't  need  to  own  a glass. 

Webster  defines  juxtaposition  as:  "An  act  of  placing  close  together, 

especially  for  comparison  or  contrast."  The  contrast  between  these  two 
dealers  was  very  apparent.  Although  I will  admit  to  owning  coins  encased  in 
plastic,  it  was  apparent  to  me  which  dealer  I would  be  the  most  comfortable 
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working  with.  Most  of  you  will  agree  that  EAC  has  the  most  scientific 
approach  to  coin  collecting,  with  all  the  research  that  has  been  done  on  type, 
varieties,  and  die  states;  but  I've  found  the  dealers  that  specialize  in 
copper  to  be  very  willing  to  take  the  time  to  talk  about  the  coins  and  answer 
questions.  The  type  of  collecting  that  seemed  to  be  promoted  by  the  second 
dealer  is  just  a tad  too  impersonal  for  my  taste. 

I realize  that  it  takes  all  kinds  to  make  the  world  such  an  interesting 
place,  and  I suppose  that  there  must  be  clients  willing  to  give  each  of  these 
dealers  some  of  their  hard-earned  money  or  they  couldn't  stay  in  business.  I 
guess  I'm  just  happy  that  there  is  a group  like  EAC,  that  gives  guys  like  me 
the  opportunity  to  escape  from  the  demands  of  life  on  the  verge  of  the  21st 
century,  and  meet  all  the  friendly  and  interesting  people  that  I've  had  the 
pleasure  to  meet  along  the  way.  As  for  my  theory,  I wonder  if  Mr.  Lopresto 
would  re-organize  his  bourse  floor  just  to  please  me? 

What  do  you  think? 


COLLECTING  ON  A BUDGET 
THE  TOUGHEST  PART  OF  COLLECTING

Have  you  ever  been  to  an  auction  when  an  elusive  copper  coin  was  on  the 
block  and  several  people  wanted  it?  When  this  happens,  the  "book"  price  often 
goes  right  out  the  window.  Many  collectors  can't  seem  to  wait  to  find  a 
reasonably  priced  example  of  one  of  these  key  items  that  they  need  to  expand, 
upgrade,  or  complete  their  collections.  Auctioneers  count  on  this  lack  of 
patience  to  get  them  high  prices.  In  our  society  we  seem  to  seek  immediate 
satisfaction.  Getting  it  NOW  seems  to  be  as  important  as  having  it  at  all. 

If  you  are  having  this  problem  with  your  collecting,  how  do  you  deal  with  it? 

One  answer  is  to  start  a second  collection.  Now  I know  it  sounds  daft, 
but  consider;  Your  want  list  is  down  to  21,  9,  or  3 items  all  of  which  are 
hard  to  find  and  very  expensive.  What  now?  If  you  start  collecting  another 
series  with  some  high  priced  material  in  it,  you  will  soon  be  too  broke  to  buy 
anything  on  your  present  want  list  even  when  you  find  a reasonably  priced 
example,  and  if  you  don't  collect  anything  for  a while  you  are  apt  to  be 
frustrated  by  the  lack  of  progress  of  your  collection.  When  this  happens,  one 
of  two  things  normally  occurs.  One,  you  stop  collecting  and  drop  out  of 
E.A.C.  (a  loss  for  all  of  us);  or  two,  you  blow  a lot  of  money  on  a coin  you 
don't  really  like  and  feel  you  overpaid  to  get  (for  which  the  auctioneers  will 
love  you).  To  avoid  this  frustration  start  a second  collection. 

How  does  a second  collection  help?  It  gives  you  something  to  look  for 
while  you  are  saving  up  for  those  key  items  on  your  want  list.  A second 
collection  should  be  something  inexpensive,  related  if  possible  to  what  you 
now  collect,  but  something  not  commonly  collected,  so  that  it  can  often  be 
found  "unattributed";  and  yet  something  on  which  information  is  available. 
Sounds  impossible.  Not  really!  Dr.  Sheldon  and  others  have  faced  the  problem 
and  solved  it,  and  with  a little  imagination  you  can,  too. 

Have  you  ever  seen  Dr.  Sheldon's  color  set  of  large  cents?  It  is  a 
collection  within  a collection.  It  simply  displays  a different  aspect  of 
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large  cents,  the  colors  that  they  come  in.  It  was  something  he  could  always 
look  for  no  matter  how  many  varieties  of  early  dates  he  had.  As  a specialist 
in  half  cents,  my  current  second  collection  is  rotated  reverse  half  cents. 
Cohen  list  ten  varieties  that  come  that  way.  In  my  quest  to  complete  them  I 
have  collected  over  20  half  cents  of  various  varieties  and  rotations  and 
haven't  yet  completed  his  list.  In  the  process,  I have  learned  a little  about 
which  ones  are  scarce  and  which  ones  are  common,  not  only  of  rotated  reverse 
half  cents  but  of  all  the  varieties  and  die  states  of  half  cents.  Why? 

Because  my  collection  of  rotated  reverse  half  cents  encourages  me  to  look  at 
both  sides  of  ALL  the  half  cents  that  I run  into.  You  too  can  expand  your 
knowledge  and  increase  your  enjoyment  of  the  hobby  by  building  a second 
collection.  But  how,  you  may  ask,  do  I get  ideas  on  what  to  collect? 

The  answer  is,  you  study  your  coins,  you  read  your  references,  and  ABOVE 
ALL  YOU  ASK  YOURSELF  QUESTIONS.  How  many  varieties  of  middle  date  large  cents 
come  with  rim  cuds?  How  many  large  cents  have  die  cracks  that  connect  the 
stars?  Was  this  coin  misstruck  or  misaligned?  Why  do  the  descriptions  of 
both  these  coins  say  they  have  engrailed  edges,  when  the  edges  are  not  alike? 
Which  Hard  Times  Tokens  are  always  found  with  holes  in  them?  It  is  such 
questions  that  determine  what  your  second  collection  should  be,  and  it  is  the 
information  and  examples  you  find  to  answer  those  questions  that  form  the 
basis  of  the  collection. 

Sound  tough?  It  is  not.  The  toughest  part  of  collecting  is  having  the 
patience  to  wait  for  the  material  you  want  for  your  collections  to  show  up  in 
the  market  place.  In  the  meantime,  a second  collection  gives  you  something  to 
look  for,  something  to  research,  an  inexpensive  way  to  expand  your  collection, 
a method  of  increasing  your  knowledge,  a new  challenge;  in  short,  a means  to 
enjoy  the  hobby.  It  doesn't  require  patience.  Thank  God! 

MUSINGS  OF  A NEOPHYTE  COLLECTOR 
Evan  L.  Kopald 

I began  collecting  large  cents  innocently  enough  when  I was  browsing 
through  a coin  shop  about  four  years  ago  in  San  Diego.  I came  across  a raw 
1853  large  cent  in  uncirculated  condition.  I was  so  struck  by  the  beauty  of 
the  coin  that  I purchased  it.  Several  months  later  while  perusing  Coin  World. 
I noticed  an  ad  for  Early  American  Coppers  and  subsequently  joined.  I have 
enjoyed  Pennv-Wise  ever  since  I received  my  first  issue.  During  the  four 
years  since  I purchased  that  first  coin  I have  completed  a date  set,  acquired 
numerous  reference  books  on  the  subject  including  Sheldon,  Newcomb  and 
Grellman  on  attributing,  and  amassed  a plethora  of  auction  catalogs  and  a 
collection  of  some  200  large  cents. 

In  addition  to  the  material  aspects  of  the  hobby,  I have  become  somewhat 
proficient  at  attributing.  It  is  so  satisfying  to  get  an  unattributed  large 
cent  and  unlock  the  mystery  of  its  particular  dies,  utilizing  the  clues  that 
lay  upon  its  surface  by  employing  the  keys  in  Grellman's  book.  Wham  — Bam  — 
There  it  is!  I feel  like  what  I imagine  a big  name  hunter  must  feel  when  he 
brings  down  the  trophy  he's  been  stalking:  Exhilaration. 
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The  incidental  knowledge  I've  gained  is  another  satisfying  aspect  of  the 
hobby.  Tliis  brings  to  mind  the  appeal  for  articles  by  newer  members.  From 
my  vantage  point,  the  problem  is  that  I find  it  difficult  to  be  creative  as 
far  as  a subject  for  such  an  endeavor.  I feel  like  the  little  train  that 
couldn't  make  it  over  the  hill.  I have  read  many  of  the  early  issues  of  P-W 
from  its  inception  twenty-five  years  a^o,  and  it  seems  like  most  of  the 
research  topics  I can  think  of  have  already  been  undertaken  in  an  excellent 
fashion.  Are  there  any  suggestions  for  subject  matter  that  could  lead  to 
articles  for  publication? 

Auction  sale  catalogs  are  a fruitful  source  of  enjoyment  for  the 
neophyte  collector.  The  one  I have  utilized  the  most  is  the  Jack  H.  Robinson 
Collection  of  Large  Cents  and  Half  Cents  of  January,  1989.  This  book  has  been 
valuable  to  me  with  its  excellent  photographs,  detailed  attribution  descrip- 
tions, and  prices  realized  list.  I have  actually  attributed  a coin  from  the 
catalog  when  the  regular  source  book  didn't  quite  satisfy! 

Recently  I acquired  the  catalog  that  included  the  Dennis  Mendelson 
collection  of  middle  date  large  cents.  I found  127  pieces  in  his  catalog  that 
I could  locate  in  an  earlier  catalog.  My  curiosity  was  aroused  when  I noticed 
that  so  many  of  the  coins  had  been  recently  acquired  by  Mendelson.  Some  of 
the  coins  had  been  purchased  as  recently  as  EAC  1990.  I wondered  how  he  did. 
Why  wonder?  Well  someday,  I suppose,  I will  sell  my  collection  and  I wonder 
how  I'll  do.  I'm  trying  to  discern  which  coins  sell  well  and  which  coins  are 
more  difficult  to  unload.  Besides,  one  never  knows  when  a rainy  day  might 
come  along  and  the  only  option  will  be  to  sell  at  once. 

The  127  pieces  realized  (rounded-off  to  the  nearest  $500.)  $137,000. 

Take  away  the  10%  buyers  fee  of  approximately  $12,500  leaves  about  $124,500. 
Then  take  away  the  10%  sellers  fee  for  the  auction  company  and  that  leaves 
$112,000.  He  paid  about  $106,500  for  the  coins.  If  you  figure  there  were 
incidental  expenses  the  sale  of  these  pieces  realized  about  5-6  thousand 
dollars.  You  might  say  he  got  his  money  back  on  these  coins. 

I must  admit  these  figures  are  only  part  of  the  sale  and  that  other 
pieces  sold  could  greatly  affect  the  total  sale  amounts.  These  calculations 
are  merely  an  indication  of  how  the  sale  went.  I don't  mean  to  imply  anything 
one  way  or  the  other  from  these  figures.  As  far  as  profit  motives  are 
concerned,  they  are  often  treated  condescendingly  by  collectors.  After  all, 
we  are  collectors,  not  investors.  However,  these  coins  are  nonetheless 
tangible  objects  of  art  that  are  in  fact  bought  and  sold.  This,  too,  is  an 
integral  part  of  the  hobby.  I am  intensely  fond  of  my  large  cent  collection, 
but  the  idealism  of  collecting  must  be  tempered  by  the  financial  aspects  of 
the  hobby.  The  two  just  can't  be  separated. 

This  concept  leads  me  to  offer  some  advice  to  my  fellow  neophyte 
collectors:  Be  careful  not  to  pay  a stiff  premiiun  for  a coin  that  is  so 
specialized  that  it  appeals  to  such  a small  base  of  collectors,  that  if  you 
are  pushed  into  selling  for  one  reason  or  another,  you  will  have  a hard  time 
selling  for  anything  near  your  purchase  price.  To  wit:  The  terminal  die 

state  coin.  Terminal  die  state  coins  are  among  the  most  interesting  pieces  of 
the  large  cent  species.  These  coins,  struck  from  dies  that  were  failing,  are 
rare  and  exp'ensive.  They  are  also  the  least  aesthetically  appealing,  to  mv 
eye.  Such  coins  app>ear  more  difficult  to  divest  than,  say,  a less  exotic 
almost  uncirculated  common  coin. 
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To  illustrate  this  point,  I observe  of  the  Mendelson  prices  realized 
list  that  maj^y  of  the  terminal  date  state  coins  were  omitted  from  the  P.R.  I 
conclude  that  is  because  they  were  bought  back  by  the  consignor.  The  follow- 
ing coins  were  absent  from  the  P.R.:

These  rare  and  unusual  coins  are  not  everyone's  cup  of  tea.  Beauty  is  in  the 
eye  of  the  collector. 

Along  with  the  Mendelson  collection  in  the  Superior  sale  was  another 
group  of  consigned  large  cents.  One  of  these  coins  met  my  fancy,  and  I 
decided  to  have  a friend  who  was  attending  the  sale  bid  on  it  for  me.  It  is 
an  1848  N-29  in  uncirculated  condition.  One  of  the  reasons  I especially 
desired  the  coin  was  its  pedigree.  Former  owners  included  Henry  C.  Hines, 
Howard  R.  Newcomb,  and  Floyd  T.  Starr.  I am  trying  to  complete  the  Newcomb 
varieties  for  1848,  and  I felt  this  coin  would  be  one  of  the  stars  of  the 
series.  Well,  I received  the  coin,  and  it  was  as  advertised.  However,  my 
glee  at  being  the  successful  bidder  was  negated  when  it  came  all  by  itself. 
What  do  I mean?  Well,  what  happened  to  the  2X2  envelopes  the  coin  had  been 
housed  in  by  its  illustrious  past  owners?  Sure,  the  coin  had  been  slabbed, 
but  where  were  those  interesting  little  envelopes?  I enjoy  those  little 
tidbits  of  numismatic  history  almost  as  much  as  the  coin  itself.  So  I was 
disappointed  when  it  arrived  without  them.  Before  it  reached  me  and  my 
temporary  custodianship,  some  misguided  soul  had  had  the  coin  sealed  in  a 
plastic  suit  of  armor.  I can  live  with  that;  that  is  easily  remedied.  But 
did  that  person  also  chuck  out  the  2 X 2's?  It  is  anybody's  guess.  But,  as 
has  been  often  pointed  out,  we  never  really  own  these  coins  in  a permanent 
sense;  we  are  only  a stopping-off  place  for  the  coin,  throughout  its  journey 
from  collector  to  collector.  To  me,  we  are  just  as  responsible  for  preserving 
the  "paper  work"  that  goes  along  with  them  as  for  preserving  the  coins 
themselves.  This  is  their  history.  Would  anyone  remove  Homer  Downing's 
yellow  ink  from  the  edge  lettering  of  a 1794?  Would  anyone  discard  a note 
from  Howard  R.  Newcomb  or  Henry  C.  Hines?  Of  course  not. 

As  a newcomer  to  the  field,  I have  always  been  curious  to  learn  the 
process  whereby  an  early  large  cent  was  produced  from  the  engraver  to  the 
finished  product.  Is  there  a source  for  this  information?  I have  Breen's 
Dies  and  Coinage  and  Walter  Thompson's  How  United  States  Coins  Are  Made,  but 
their  erudition  is  somehow  lost  on  my  'thinking  apparatus.'  Is  there  a 
layman's  book  in  simple  terms? 

Finally,  I want  to  thank  all  the  people  that  run  EAC  so  well  and  publish 
Pennv-Wise.  It's  a wonderful  undertaking  that  you  all  carry  out  so  efficient- 
ly. You  have  added  a new  dimension  to  my  life,  something  that  would  otherwise 
have  never  developed  into  such  a pleasurable  avocation.

Charles  Diebel  writes, 

I have  an  item  that  possibly  may  be  of  interest  to  the  members  of  EAC. 

It  is  an  early  American  bottle,  circa  1820-30,  that  has  an  impression  of  the 
reverse  of  a large  cent  within  the  pontil  scar  on  the  base. 

The  bottle  has  a vertical  ribbed  pattern,  about  a quart  in  volume,  and 
was  free  blown  and  tooled  by  hand  as  was  customary  in  those  early  days.  The 
procedure  was  to  dip  an  iron  "blowpipe"  into  the  molten  glass  and  pull  out  a 
"gather"  (blob)  of  glass.  Then  the  worker  would  blow  through  the  blowpipe  to 
form  a bubble  of  air  within  the  gather,  the  whole  being  further  expanded  by 
blowing,  then  manipulated  to  form  a thin-walled  bottle.  In  my  type  of  bottle, 
the  gather  was  first  expanded  in  a ribbed  mold  to  form  the  ribbing  and  further 
exp'anded  outside  the  mold  to  produce  a most  pleasing  optical  pattern.  Then  an 
iron  pipe,  the  "pontil,"  with  a bit  of  molten  glass  on  its  end,  would  be  stuck 
to  the  center  of  the  bottle  bottom  and  pushed  in  a bit  to  form  a "kick-up"  so 
the  bottle  would  sit  securely  on  a flat  surface  without  falling  over.  The 
worker  could  then  rotate,  or  roll,  the  pontil  pipe  to  keep  the  soft  glass  from 
sagging  while  he  cut  off  the  glass  at  the  end  of  the  blowpipe  and  tooled  the 
glass  to  form  the  neck  and  lip.  The  final  procedure  was  to  break  off  the 
pontil  from  the  bottle  which  left  a jagged  ring  of  glass  in  the  center  of  the 
base,  the  "pontil  scar."  It  is  within  this  pontil  scar  that  my  bottle  has  the 
large  cent  reverse  impression. 

It  is  the  reverse  type  of  1808-1839  with  the  bar  under  CENT.  Part  of 
the  inside  of  the  wreath  shows,  but  everything  outside  of  that  is  obscured  by 
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the  pontil  scar.  Looking  at  the  bottom  from  the  outside  the  coin  design  is 
reversed,  or  a mirror  image,  as  though  the  coin  was  pressed  into  the  glass. 
Looking  through  the  neck  of  the  bottle  the  coin  impression  is  correct. 
Therefore,  it  appears  that  a large  cent  was  placed  in  the  bottom  center  of  the 
ribbed  mold  and  the  gather  of  glass  blown  against  it  and  the  ribs.  The 
further  expanding  did  not  affect  the  center  of  the  base  and  so  the  impression 
is  actual  size.  As  a long-time  collector  of  early  American  glass  I have  never 
seen,  or  even  heard  of,  anything  like  this.  My  guess  is  that  a glass  maker 
did  this  for  himself  (they  were  permitted  to  occasionally  make  personal  items 
at  the  end  of  the  day).  It's  an  unusual  item  that  fits  nicely  with  my  Early 
American  Coppers  collection.

SPECIAL  BOOK  REPORT 


For  years,  the  EAC  communi  ty/mfimbershi  p has  been  waiting  -for  an  updated 
version  o-f  "Sheldon"  and  "Newcomb".  In  1973,  a "Revision  Committee"  was 
■formed  for  Sheldon's  work  and  John  Wright  was  rewriting  the  Middle  Datc^s, 
Almost  twenty  years  later,  the  "Revision  Committee"  has  disappeared  with 
a succession  of  authors  and  publishers. 

John  Wright  has  committed,  on  numerous  occasions,  to  the  publishing 
of  an  update  to  the  previously  authored  attribution  guides  for  the 
Middle  Dates.  While  no  formal  committment  of  a contractural  nature 
has  been  issued,  the  self-imposed  deadlines  are  announced,  only  to  be 
passed  uneventfully,  save  for  excuses  and  yet  another  "promise". 

Walter  Breen  has  spent  man-years  of  effort  to  produce  a manuscript 
that  has  been  under  "contract"  to  publish,  but,  to  date,  we  have  not 
seen  a product.  Walter  Breen  has  had  no  control  over  his  own  masterwork 
which  i s at  the  mercy  and  direction  of  anothe?r  prolific  numismatic 
author  who  has  not  yet  seen  fit  to  honor  a committment  to  publish.  When 
inquiries  are  made  to  the  f i rm/ i ndi vi dual  responsible,  the  response  has 
now  become  to  "please  stop  asking".  What  a shame!  What  a waste! 

Del  Bland's  Condition  Census  work  is  thus  also  affected,  although 
further  muddied  by  various  other  "political"  issues. 

"Bob"  Grellman  and  Jules  Reiver  did  an  extraordi  nairy  job  of  publishing 
their  book  and  attribution  guide. 

Superior  began  an  extr aordi nary  trend  with  the  publishing  of  the  "Robbie 
Brown  Catalog".  This  was  followed  a couple  of  years  later  with  thc^  "Jack 
Robinson  Catalog".  Both  catalogs  have  come  to  be  refere3nce  w-jorks  in  their 
own  right,  with  great  photography  and  well  written  descriptions.  With  my 
involvement  in  my  own  catalog,  there  was  begun  a monumental  effort  by  Ed  1 1 
Noyes  to  create  a project  that  will  last  for  many  years.  My  coins  were 
among  the  first  coins  to  be  photogr aphed . 

E-ii  1 1 's  project  has  progressed  to  where  the  number  of  coins  photographed 
now  exceeds  8,000.  Each  coin  is  numbered/catal oged/i nventori ed  and 
encompasses  over  807.  of  the  known  Condition  Census  coins  where  gr  ades/ccji  ns 
are  not  part  of  a "Many  known  to  exist"  grade.  This  has  been  accomplished 
in  about  three  years  time  and  is  absolutely  ex tr aordi nar y . The  travel 
and  personal  dedication  of  E-iill  Noyes  has  produced  the  most,  comprehensi  ve 
accumulation  of  photos  ever  assembled  for  E-Iarly  ?<  Middle  Dates. 

The  Early  Date^  "Etook"  (1793-1814)  and  The  Middle  Date  "E^ook"  ( 1 E)  1 6- 1 fJ39 ) 
use  a selection  of  3 inch  plates  to  provide  "up  close  and  personal"  on 
each  variety  and  many  die  states.  The?  Early  Date  descriptions  follow, 
almost  exactly,  the  Sheldon  wr i t i ngs/descr i pt i ons . The  intent  is  to  let 
the  photo  "do  the  tcilking"  - an  incredible  picture  story! 

The  "Condition  Census"  is  intended  to  present  the  author's  ranking 
of  the  coins  based  upon  first  hand  knowledge  (he  saw  the  coins  when  he 
took,  the  pictures).  The  grading  is  a conservative  assignment  in 
numerical  termis  to  satisfy  the  grading  instinct  of  the  collector  who 
must  use  ct  number  - but,  in  some  cases,  as  with  some  varieties,  the 
grade  is  not  necessarily  the  only  factor  to  consider  when  creating  a 
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ranking  o-f  the  "Finesit  Known".  This  photo  record  allows  tor  the 
"eyes  ot  the  beholder"  to  look  beyond  mere  words  to  the  real  heart  o-f 
the  matter.  Die  state  in-formation  jumps  out  to  the  reader  in  a way  ' 

never  presented  be-f ore?  in  any  publication.  Like  a 3--D  movie! 

There  is  no  real  attempt,  in  the  books,  to  identify  the  p3resent 
owner /holder  of  many  of  the  Condition  Census  pieces.  The  books  report 
at  le?ast.  one  o-f  the  majcjr  auctions  (if  the  coin  is  actually  known  to 
have  appeared  in  an  auction)  in  which  the  coin  appeared  to  memori aline 
speci-fic  i dent  i f i cati  on/pedi  gree  to  the  coin.  The  grade  in  Bill's  book 
iTiay  or  may  not  agree/coincide  with  the  grade  assigned  in  the  auction 
catalog.  This  is  not  of  particular  interest  to  the  author , whose 
main  effort  is  directe?d  toward  making  information  known  to  the  reader. 

Great  efforts  were  made  to  photograph  any  and  all  known  Condition 
Census  pieces.  Some  people  were  "too  busy"  or  couldn't  be  bothered. 

But,  the  vast  majority  of  people  were  anxious  to  cooperate.  On  behalf 
of  the  author,  I hereby  thank  any  and  all  of  those  who  cc;ntributed 
their  efforts/coins  to  the  project. 

Why  was  this  project  conceived  and  carried  out  in  secrecy?  Well, 
committees  don't  work  very  well  with  subjective  matters.  Imagine 
CQR  being  the  work  of  more  than  one  decisic^n  maker  - Yes,  clearly  more 
than  one  person,  but  not  more  than  one  decision  maker.  CQR  is  made  up 
of  the  input  from  many,  many  people,  but  the  decision  oi  what  to 
actually  publish  comes  frcjm  Jack.  Robinson. 

Well,  the  content  of  the  "Ebooks"  is  the  decision  cjf  Bill  Noyes,  but 
with  input  from  many,  many  people.  Had  EAC  (in  general)  known  about  the 
project,  it  might  have  become  another  of  the  already  many  false  starts. 
The  focus  of  the  politics,  even  with  the  project  being  secret,  has 
caused  problems  and  delays.  E^ut , here  we  have  a product  that,  hopefully, 
will  have  been  worth  all  of  the  combined  efforts. 

The  stated  purpose  of  the  books  is  to  provide  vast  amounts  of  data, 
including  a "Condition  Census",  rarity  ratings,  attribution  guides  and 
extraordi nary  visual  aid  for  the  benefit  of  the  numismatic  public;  as  a 
whole,  and  sped  f i c£^l  1 y to  EAC.  Some  EAC  members  continue  to  ask  Bill 
how  they  can  help.  The  answer  is  still  the  same  ~ allow  Effill  to 
photograph  your  coins.  The  mcjre  phcDtos  E<i  1 1 takes,  the  more  information 
that  is  available  to  the  membership. 

More  specifically,  the  books  prcDvide?  gre^i-t.  value  fcDr  their  contents, 
and  yet,  go  well  beyc^nd  just  the  books  themselves.  E-(y  the  listing 
of  Condition  Census  data,  the  intent  is  to  make  available  photos  of 
any  numbered  coin  in  the  Cond  1 1 i c:<n  Census,  as  well  as  any  of  the 
coins  in  photo  inventory.  A plan  is  being  fcarmulated  by  which  tcD 
offer  these  photos  to  the  numismatic  public.  This  pH.  an  will  be 
announced  in  detail  in  future  issues  cof  P/W.  Please  stay  tuned! 

While  the  books  contain  black  white  plates,  the  coins  were  shot 
in  color,  and  the  individual  photos  will  be  offered  in  color.  Current 
efforts  have  beer'i  dedicated  to  the  production  of  the  "Books"  themselves. 
Future  efforts  will  be  exp>ended  to  enhance  and  to  expand  the  original 
concept  to  a true  reality.
